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As has been previously stated, the people of this 
community first rorehlped at - eer Creek union °hapel at Arhovale. 
This church was used by both the Methodists and the Presbyterians. 
There was a misunderstanding and the Methodists withdrew and 
built the old log church at Oreenbank called Her Salem in 1839. 
ike Presbyterians then decided they needed a better church and 
they built Liberty church, xhe Met odists not v.-iehing to be 
outdone also built a new church. This church was built in 1856 
and was also dedicated Mew Salem but it is never called by that 
name. 

ihe deed was given in July 1856 by James Wooddell and «ane 
Rioddell his wife, to Isaao Moore, Wm. J. V.ooddell, John Conrad, 
canuel u. outton, John b'ooddell, Allen c. Burner, udan -^rbogast, 
George w. Siple and Oscar Butcher, trustees, in consideration 
of the sum of $50. cash, a tract of land in Greenbank in Pocahonts 
county. That they shall erect thereon a place of worship for the 
m. js. Church in the u. S.A. On Hoy. 29, 185C the heirs of 
«*anes Wooddell willed to the same trustees an additional Btrip 
of land beginning at the corner of Academy lot, to be used as 
an addition to t>e church lot. 

This church was built across the road from the old log 
church. 

It was at first used by all Methodists, but after the 
Civil bar the m. J. .South members bought out the II. n. members, 
and it became an M. i£. south ohurch.
